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Joint police operation 
to tackle burglary 


Operation Tidenham 

Police from across three police forces 
have been working together to catch 
persistent burglars. 

Over the last year the number of break-ins 
has gone up. 

To tackle this, officers from Waltham Forest 
have teamed up with our neighbours from 
Essex Police and Hertfordshire Constabulary 
to target known criminals who travel across 
the borough borders to commit their crimes. 

Inspector Craig Meredith, from Waltham 
Forest Police, Matt Hines, the Operational 
Tasking Manager from Essex Police and Sgt 
Neal Donoghue from the Metropolitan Police 
Roads and Transport Policing Command 
pooled information which was used to carry 
out a three day operation last November. 

Operation Tidenham used intelligence to 
identify a number of vehicles connected to 
known criminals and used the Automatic 
Number Plate Readers to track their 
movements. 

The police stopped a large number of 
vehicles, which led to 28 arrests. Thirteen 
were for driving under the influence of drink 
or drugs and five for possession of an 
offensive weapon, including a zombie knife. 
Three people were also arrested on suspicion 
of burglary. 

This operation was so successful that

it was extended for a further three days in 
January. 

In addition, dedicated ward officers have 
been targeting burglary hotspots, patrolling 
on foot in plain clothes and uniform and 
using social media to provide crime advice to 
residents. 

Inspector Meredith said: “Burglary is a 
serious crime that has a profound affect on 
its victims. We know that criminals do not 
operate within borough or county borders, 
which is why we have been working together 
with our neighbouring forces to share 
intelligence and hone in on the criminals 
operating in our area. 

“I’m pleased that these operations have 
had a significant impact on disrupting 
criminals. Waltham Forest residents can be 
assured that we are doing everything we can 
to ensure that they and their possessions are 
safe in their own home.” 

A further six days of the operation are 
planned to take place in the next few months.

Borough mergers announced 



The Metropolitan Police Service 
has announced changes to the 
way local policing is delivered in 
London through the introduction 
of Basic Command Units (BCUs). 

A BCU is a larger police 
command unit than the current 32 
borough. 

The number of BCUs will be 12 
with Waltham Forest and Newham 
joining to become the North East 
BCU. 

Currently boroughs vary in 
size, have different ways of doing 
things and have different resources 
and issues. This can mean that 
demand is difficult to manage and 
our flexibility to meet new policing 
challenges is limited. 

BCUs will each deliver the 
same core local policing functions 
- neighbourhoods, emergency 


response, CID and safeguarding 
- in a more consistent way. 

Each BCU will be led by a chief 
superintendent who will be the 
BCU Commander. 

The Met continues to face a 
significant financial challenge, 
alongside increasing demand, and 
must make savings of £325m by 
2021/22. Police Officer numbers 
are expected to fall to 30,000 by 
April, and further by 2021. 


In a BCU, people, buildings and 
resources will be shared across 
the borough boundaries meaning 
greater flexibility in how they are 
used. 

Leading the work is Deputy 
Assistant Commissioner Mark 
Simmons. He said: “Local policing 
is at the heart of what the Met does 
every day, and we will improve it 
further by offering a service that is 
more personal and responsive to 


the needs of Londoners. 

“We need to plan for a future 
with less, and become more 
resilient so we can continue to 
meet our financial and operational 
challenges, and our current 
and future policing challenges 
- terrorism and safeguarding in 
particular. Without significant 
changes in how we manage our 
resources we would be unable to 
meet these head on.” 

The BCU has been tested in two 
areas since January 2017, bringing 
together Barking & Dagenham, 
Redbridge and Havering boroughs; 
and Camden and Islington 
boroughs. The roll-out across 
London will be staggered over 
the next 12 months following the 
decision.

From the Borough Commander Richard Tucker 



I assume everyone will be aware 
of the tragic cases across 
London where over 50 people 
have lost their lives since the 
New Year. The murders of 
Amaan Shakoor, Joseph 
William-Torres and Jermaine 
Johnson in the last month 
demonstrate that the borough is 
not immune from violent crime. 

I appreciate the concern that 
these incidents cause within the 
local communities where they 
took place. 

Despite these appalling murders, 
crime in Waltham Forest was 10 per 
cent lower than the London average 
last year and as you can see from 
this policing edition of Waltham 
Forest News, reducing crime and 
disorder in the borough involves a 
huge amount of work from a range 
of agencies and organisations. 

I hope these pages demonstrate 
that there are many aspects to 


policing. Very rarely is the solution 
to a problem within the community 
purely a policing one. If we are 
going to reduce violent crime in 
the borough, the whole community 
needs to be involved. From parents 
knowing where their children are, 
to people in the community who 
have information about these 
murders coming forward to help 
us catch those responsible. This 
isn’t about being an informant or 
a snitch. It’s about being a good 
citizen who wants to improve the 
community where they live. The 
whole community can help keep 
our young people safer by having a 
collective voice against those who 
carry knives or think about harming 
people. This can range from 
telling police if you know someone 
is carrying a knife, to building 
resilience among our young people 
and children so they can make the 
best choices on how and who they 


spend their time with. 

We are doing all we can to 
protect people, but sometimes 
this can be about the personal 
choices individuals make. If you 
carry a knife, you are more likely 
to be stabbed. By getting involved 
in criminality or associating with 
criminals, you are putting yourself 
at risk. Following the recent rise in 
violent crime, residents will notice 
an increased police presence in 
the borough. We will be using 
intelligence led targeted stop and 
searches, and weapon sweeps to 
try and remove weapons from our 
streets. Many of the weapons found 
on the streets are kitchen knives 
so parents can help by checking 
all yours are still where they should 
be at home. I cannot stress enough 
how strongly I feel about the 
Police’s role within the borough. It is 
our job to keep everyone safe. 

I will work with anyone and 


consider any appropriate tactic if it 
will keep people safe. 

Commissioner Cressida Dick 
has spoken about the role of 
social media in fanning the flames 
of disputes between groups that 
can result in violence. I would urge 
parents to monitor their children’s 
use of mobile phones and social 
media as this is frequently the way 
young people communicate, often 
in an attempt to try and ensure 
parents or the authorities don’t 
know what is being planned. 

These problems are not just an 
issue for Waltham Forest. Much 
of London and the wider country 
has seen a rise in violence, but 
by working together we can try to 
ensure we keep each other and our 
children safe.

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No hiding place for weapons 


Over the last few months 
Waltham Forest police officers 
have been carrying out weapons 
sweeps in areas of the borough 
where there have been reports 
of Anti-Social Behaviour (ASB). 
Uniformed and plain clothed 
officers have taken scores of 
deadly knives off the streets of 
the borough. These weapons are 
sent for forensic testing which 
can provide evidence to support 
criminal convictions. 

A large kitchen knife was 
found on the grassed area of an 
estate in Walthamstow following 
reports of Anti-Social Behaviour, 
and a kitchen knife along with 
24 bags of cannabis, hidden in a 
communal bin area was found by 
the Safer Neighbourhood Team in 
Leytonstone. 

A household knife was handed 
to Schools Officer PC Warner by 
a member of the public who had 
found it hidden in the skate park 
in Cann Hall ward. A weapons 
sweep the same week uncovered 
another knife hidden under one of 
the ramps. 

A combat knife was found 
tucked behind a rubbish chute in 
Walthamstow. A second combat 
knife was found by the Gangs 
Task Force who regularly carry 
out weapons sweeps while out on 
patrol.

Speedy drivers caught in crack down 

■ More than 50 drivers caught speeding in the borough over the last two months 


Responding to concerns raised 
by residents police officers from 
Waltham Forest Safer Transport 
Team and the Met Police’s 
Road and Transport Policing 
Command carried out five days 
of action at three hotspots in the 
borough.

In total 51 motorists were caught 
speeding, with one driver being 
caught driving at 71 mph per hour 
in a 30 mph zone. This driver had 
only just received his licence back 
after a previous disqualification 
for dangerous driving and had no 
insurance. 


During the operations the 
speeding motorists were stopped 
and many secondary offences were 
uncovered, including driving without 
a licence or insurance as well as 
possession of cannabis. 

In total three vehicles were seized 
by the officers. 

All of the drivers will now face 
prosecution, where they could lose 


their licence as well as receive a 
fine of up to £1,000. 

PC Josh Richards led the 
operations, he said: “Speed is 
a key contribution to many road 
traffic accidents. Offenders need 
to be aware that if they are caught 
speeding, they will be stopped 
and prosecuted. This is for the 
protection of everyone else who 


deserve to use our roads without 
fear or risk.”

It is with great sadness we received 
news of the murder of 16 year old 
Amaan Shakoor earlier this month. 

Specialist detectives from the 
Metropolitan Police attended the scene 
and are investigating the incident. 

Two people have been arrested in the 
investigation. Waltham Forest Council 
is working closely with the police to 
support the ongoing investigation, and 
with colleagues across the emergency 
services and partner organisations to 
keep our streets safe. 

Neighbourhood Officers carry out 
joint patrols with Metropolitan Police 
colleagues so that we are visible in 
the community and are able to provide 
reassurance to anyone who has 
concerns. 

This is not just an issue for 
Walthamstow or Waltham Forest. We 
have seen a worrying rise in violent 
incidents across the whole of London. 
The Mayor of London, borough leaders, 
and the Metropolitan Police are united: 
We must work together to respond to 
this increased risk. The Mayor’s Office 
has pledged £15 million to tackle youth 
crime by funding educational, cultural 
and sports initiatives for the most 
disadvantaged young people across the 
capital. Waltham Forest Council supports 
and part-funds the work of Spark 2 Life, 
an outreach organisation which works 
with vulnerable young people on the 
streets to encourage them to make the 
best of their life chances and to avoid 
being drawn into crime.

Two National Award wins for 
Community Payback Supervisor Eddie 



A Waltham Forest man, who 
has spent almost three decades 
supervising people sentenced 
to Community Payback for 
committing crimes, has been 
recognised with two prestigious 
national awards. 

Eddie Simon is one of only 11 
people across the UK to receive 
a prestigious Butler Trust Award 
from Her Royal Highness Princess 
Anne this year. In June, Eddie 
will be presented with a National 
Probation Awards Scheme Lifetime 
Achievement Award for more than 
25 years of exceptionally high 
quality probation work.

Eddie is incredibly humble about 
the difference he has made to 
thousands of people’s lives. The 
58-year-old, who works for the 



London Community Rehabilitation 
Company, said: “I talk to everyone 
I supervise about the positive 
impact their work is having on their 
community. We might be replanting 
flower beds, painting council 
fencing or fixing a leaky tap at a 
community sports ground. There is 
always an opportunity for them to 
learn new skills. I do my best to get 
people to see how this experience 
can benefit them in future, hopefully 
improving their employment 
opportunities.” 

Hasan (not his real name) is 
close to completing his one year 
Community Payback order with 


Eddie at Leyton cricket pavilion, 
which involves garden maintenance 
and cleaning the sports facilities. He 
said: “Eddie is a role model. Before 
I came here I did things without 
thinking. I was a bit off the rails. To 
start with I assumed Eddie was the 
enemy. But as soon as I spoke to 
him I knew he was down to earth. 
He has taught me patience. I would 
have got frustrated cleaning stuff 
that just gets dirty again before. 

I would have lost it, but I am 
much calmer now.” Hasan is now 
applying for a job as a security 
guard. 

Eddie's manager, Peter Wilkins, 
said: “As a Community Payback 
Supervisor, you work with an array 
of diverse characters. The most 
important thing is to help them with 
the wealth of knowledge you have. 
Some people make a mistake and 
we all make mistakes. We need to 
get them through their Community 
Payback order and help them to 
understand it is a punishment - 
an opportunity to pay back the 
community for the crimes they have 
committed, an alternative to prison, 
but also an opportunity to turn their 
lives around.” 


Our Work with Young Offenders 


Young people who have been 
involved in crime are referred 
to Waltham Forest Council’s 
Youth Offending Services by 
the courts. The service includes 
police, social workers, health 
professionals, probation and 
youth justice officers, who work 
with young people and their 
families to help turn their lives 
around. 

Central to their approach is 
the use of restorative justice, 
where young people are given an 


opportunity to face up to what they 
have done, take responsibility and 
make amends to the victim and 
the wider community. Community 
volunteers work alongside 
YOS workers to provide these 
interventions. 

The service also connects the 
young people with education 
or training, including sports and 
arts organisations, in a bid to 
prevent them from returning to 
criminal behaviour. The young 
person’s family receives support 


too, to help strengthen the family 
bonds. 

The YOS has an important role 
in the borough’s gang prevention 
strategy ‘Enough is Enough’. 

It supports young people and 
their families who are at risk of 
exploitation from gangs, affiliated to 
a gang or who have been a victim 
of gang intimidation and violence. 

Waltham Forest’s YOS was 
praised last year in a report by 
the Her Majesty’s Inspectorate for 
Probation. 


Ellanora Clarke, Head of Youth 
Justice at the Council, said: “Many 
young people who are referred 
to our service have experienced 
trauma, which can include 
separation or the death of a family 
member, abuse, peer pressure, 
domestic violence or substance 
misuse. The YOS focuses on 
assisting these young people and 
their families to change their lives 
for the better.” The report also 
praised the YOS for including 
young people’s views in how the 


service should be run and being “in 
tune” with young people, including 
their use of social media.

key factors that can lead people 
to being lured into crime: a 
dysfunctional family, dysfunctional 
friends and no sense of purpose. 
Conversely, he said: “If your friends 
and family and sense of purpose 
are healthier then they offer more of 
a protective factor.” 

Over the years Dez and the 
Spark2Life team have worked with 
hundreds of young people who 
have turned their lives around. 
Recently he invited a young man 
to speak at a teaching conference 
with him. He said: “This young chap 

- his Dad was in and out of prison, 
his Mum had just passed away and 
he had gone to live with his Nan 
and Grandad. Then his Grandad 
passed away and his best friend 
got stabbed and he was there. 

“There is only so much trauma 
that a person can take and he 
got kicked out of school and had 
threats on his life by the perpetrator 
of a violent offence.” Spark2Life 
worked closely with this youngster 
and his teacher who wanted him to 
succeed. 

Dez added: “He is now training 
to be a PE teacher. When he spoke 
at the conference, his story had 
a massive impact in reminding 
people that every person has the 
opportunity to make a difference 
in a young person's life and not to 
give up on them.” 

He strongly believes that faith - 
whatever religion you are - offers 
a moral code and is something 
many young people are happy to 
talk about when they are at risk of 
losing everything. “There is a mind¬ 
set for a lot of these young people 
who are facing death, they are in a 
warzone. People entrenched in this 
level of criminal activity do not want 
to die but they realise in what they 
are doing, they can. And they tend 
to think about what is after death 

- they think about life, purpose 
and God. Faith can help people 
exit lifestyle choices because it can 
constructively challenge their moral 
compass,” he said.

Think smart, live safe 


■ Dez Brown tells Waltham Forest News why he started Sparks2Life 


As a teenager Dez Brown got 
caught up in a spiral of crime 
including burglary, robbery and 
drugs. At 17 years old he was 
convicted for manslaughter - for 
stabbing a man who later died. 

Soon afterwards Dez decided to 
transform himself after finding faith 
in God. While serving his prison 
sentence, he re-evaluated his life. 

After his release several years 
later, Dez trained as a pastor and 
began speaking to young people in 
schools as a reformed criminal. Dez 
said: “I spoke to a guy who had 
been stabbed and who was looking 
to retaliate - and it had a massive 
impact.” 

Now 28 years on, he is the CEO 
of Greenleaf Trust and the founder 
of Spark2Life, a charity based in 
five boroughs including Waltham 
Forest that helps young people 
caught up in criminal activity to 


escape and better themselves. 
Spark2Life also works with 
prisoners coming to the end of 
their sentences, supporting them 
in getting meaningful training or 
employment after their release. 

“We build 

relationships so we 
can offer support 
and work on issues 
of conflict and to 
stop crime” 

Dez has received several 
accolades for his work with 
Spark2Life. “While the police 
offer enforcement, we offer 
engagement,” he explained. “We 
act as a voice for the offender to 
be there at the point of decision 
making, taking into account their 
experience.” 


Six other Spark2Life staff 
members are also reformed 
offenders who can empathise with 
the young people they work with 
and quickly gain trust. Spark2Life 
goes into schools and works 
with young people who are at 
risk of getting drawn into crime. 

“We encourage the children and 
teenagers to think smart and live 
safe and reduce the probability of 
being a criminal statistic,” he said. 

Dez and his team also do 
detached outreach work with 
young people at risk of becoming 
criminalised. “We can’t just turn 
up when there is a problem - we 
build relationships so we can offer 
support and work on issues of 
conflict and to stop crime. You have 
to be in it for the long term - it’s not 
a quick fix,” he said. 

Dez, who is training to be a 
counsellor, has identified three

report ASB 

So you’ve had a lovely day enjoying the 
sunshine in Waltham Forest and now 
you want to spend the last few hours in 
one of our wonderful parks. But what’s 
this? A group of troublemakers appear 
to be bothering other park users and 
are openly drinking. What do you do? 
Let someone know so that they can 
take action! You can report anti-social 
behaviour to the council or the local 
police quickly, easily and confidentially 
in a number of ways. 

If the incident is taking place in 
a park or public space your local 
Neighbourhood Policing team will be 
the first point of contact. These teams 
have in-depth knowledge of their local 
areas and will be able to use their 
knowledge to respond swiftly and 
appropriately. You can make an online 
report via bit.ly/report-anti-social- 
behaviour or call 101 from your phone 
(max call cost 15p). 

Sometimes anti-social behaviour may 
be a problem when you are relaxing at 
home. There are a number of options to 
make a report depending on your living 
circumstances. Residents of council- 
owned properties or Waltham Forest 
Housing tenants should contact 020 
8496 4197 (Monday to Friday, 9am to 
5pm) or email wfdirect@walthamforest. 
gov.uk 

If, however, you are a tenant of a 
housing association you should contact 
your managing agent to make them 
aware. They will work with the local 
police and council to look into the 
issue for you. Private tenants or 
homeowners can report anti-social 
behaviour to Waltham Forest Council 
at ASBTEAM@walthamforest.gov. 
uk, or contact the Neighbourhood 
Policing team online at bit.ly/report- 
anti-social-behaviour or on 101.

The Waltham Forest Volunteer Police 
Cadets are currently recruiting across all 
six of their units. Young people between 
the ages of 10 and 19 who have an 
interest in learning more about the police, 
the law or are just looking for something 
different to do can apply. 

The Volunteer Police Cadets learn everything 
that police officers do, from how to safely stop 
and search people, to arresting them and 
booking them in to custody. Cadets get the 
opportunity to learn self-defence, how to be 
safe, what the police can and cannot do and 
how to gather evidence from the scene of a 
crime. There is also training in communication, 
self-confidence, first aid, drill, discipline and 
Duke of Edinburgh award training. 

As well as the traditional training, cadets 
enjoy a social element to being part of the 


unit, including the opportunity to take part in 
paintballing, adventure training, camping and 
competitions. Once the cadets have gained 
some experience they can to take part in test 
purchase operations with the local council, 
crime prevention patrols with serving police 
officers, helping out at events like the London 
marathon and even taking part in the route 
line for the Trooping of the Colour on the 
Queen’s birthday. 

Junior cadets, (10-12 year olds) meet for 
one hour a week. Senior cadets, (13-18 year 
olds) meet for two and a half hours per week.

Many stories featuring young 
people are related to crime or 
antisocial behaviour, but the reality 
is that the overwhelming majority 
of young people make a positive 
contribution to our community. 

They study hard to make the most 
of their life chances and take part 
in sports, arts and other productive 
activities. 

Daniel Phelps, the Director for 
Early Help Services said: 

“I am proud of the work that the 
Young Advisers and the Young 


Independent Advisory Group are 
doing; they are working with the 
Council, Police and Health Services 
to improve services so other young 
people’s experience of these 
services is a good one. They are 
also helping us to come up with 
solutions when things go wrong in 
our community and affect young 
people.” 


Recently the youngsters have 
been working with the council to 
give feedback to a commission 
tasked with improving the life 
chances of our young people. 

Using this and other feedback 
the council will be drawing up a 
Youth Charter which will outline our 
commitments to our young people, 
as well as organising a youth 


takeover day. 

A small number of members from 
each group have been trained as 
mental health ambassadors. They 
have been working with secondary 
school pupils to carry out peer 
consultation workshops, as well as 
advising on Child and Adolescent 
Mental Health Services. 

Members of the YIAG are also 
trained to deliver peer workshops 
and work with the Youth Offending 
Service to talk to their peers about 
topics which affect young people 
including the dangers of carrying 
a knife, or stop and search. Last 
month the group delivered an 
assembly to 160 students from the 
Big Creative Academy, about how 
to stay safe.

Officer out on the hunt for wildlife criminals 


If you live in Waltham Forest 
you’re never more than 20 
minutes’ walk from wild nature: 
whether it’s the kingfishers and 
water voles of Walthamstow 
Wetlands, or fallow deer and 
badgers roaming the ancient 
woodlands of Epping Forest. But 
who protects our local wildlife? 

Detective Constable David 
Saffery usually works in the Criminal 
Investigation Department in Leyton, 
but as Waltham Forest Police 
Borough Wildlife Crime Officer you 
might find him snooping under 
bushes or even climbing trees.

“I’ve had to crawl through muddy 
hedges to investigate poison laid for 
foxes,” he said, “and wade across 
marshland to retrieve a dead swan 
which someone thought had been 
deliberately killed.” 

In fact the swan had died of 
electrocution after flying into 
power lines, but it is David’s job 
to investigate every allegation of 
wildlife crime in the borough. 

“It’s a wide remit: everything from 
traders picking wild mushrooms 
to sell to restaurants, to collectors 
trapping wild finches to put in 
cages as songbirds. Wild birds,

animals and plants have legal 
protection, but we rely on members 
of the public to report potential 
crimes. We have an amazing range 



of local wildlife—we need to work 
hard to protect it.” 

David points out that if you trade 
in endangered species you also risk 
breaking the law. “Lots of people 
think they can evade us by selling 
online, but I’ve seized fur coats 
made from dead leopards; stuffed 
turtles; and even a wastepaper 
basket made from a baby 
elephant’s foot. One seller imported 
illegal animal specimens like pickled 
lizards and monkey heads to sell 
on eBay—and ended up with a six 
month prison sentence.”

Combatting 

Scammers 

In London alone last year 
there were nearly 4,500 
reported cases of fraud 
among the over 65s - an 
average of 12 reports every 
day. But with many older 
people reluctant to report 
this kind of crime, Age UK is 
warning that the actual figure 
is likely to be much higher. 

Age UK Waltham Forest has 
launched a brand new scams 
prevention and victim support 
pilot programme in partnership 
with Action Fraud. 

The programme is designed 
to raise awareness of different 
types of scams and empower 
older people in the area to feel 
safer, more secure and confident 
at spotting and avoiding scams. 

Emma Tozer, Chief Executive 
of Age UK Waltham Forest, 
is urging older people in the 
borough to be vigilant, she said: 
“If there is any doubt about the 
authenticity of an offer or piece 
of correspondence, people 
should not respond to it but 
instead report it to the authorities 
immediately. 

“Although anyone can be a 
victim of a scam, older people - 
particularly those who live alone 
or with cognitive impairment - 
are at greater risk of falling victim 
to certain scams. 

“Financial losses are common, 
but being scammed can also 
seriously affect people’s quality 
of life and wellbeing. Many older 
people experience a deep sense 
of shame, embarrassment, 
depression, social isolation and 
a decline in physical health, 
with some even losing their 
independence following a 
scam.” 

The new programme will 
initially be tested by Age UK 
Waltham Forest (and three other 
Age UKs in London) with the aim 
for it to be rolled out nationally.

Sir Matthew, who is famous for 
his adaptations of ballets and films 
including Swan Lake, Cinderella 
and Edward Scissorhands, was 
talking to students this week at Sir 
George Monoux College, where he 
once studied himself.
